CANTON, Ohio, July 18—With forty 
eight hours gone and no sign apparent 
that any headway has been made in 
tracing the assassins of Don R. Mellett, 
publisher of The Canton Daily News, 
killed supposedly by agents of the un- 
derworld he fought unreléntingly to 
the day of his death, 100 prominent 
citizens, officers of various social ang 
civic clubs, have been: asked to meet 
tomorrow morning by William.Kuhns, 
President of the Canton Chamber of 
Commerce, to “consider action.’ 

Not an arrest has been made, though 
State, Federal and local officials are 
supposedly seeking clues to the iden- 
tity of the slayer or slayers who fired 
the deadly volley from the darkness as

Revenge Motive, Says Slater. « 


Ora Slater, detective of renown 
throughout this section because of his 
solving of the Nesibitt bath tub mur- 


der last night and who has, been 
retained by Prosecutor McClintock to 
conduct the county’s investigation of 
the murder independently of the local 
police, spent most of the day in con- 
ference with McClintock, Safety Direc-. 
tor Hexamer and Judge H. C. Pontius, 
Mellett’s friend and legal adviser. 

He made a preliminary survey of the 
“Jungle” district along South. Cherry 
Avenue and of the equally tough re- 
gion along Carnahan Avénue on the 
other side of the town. He also talked 
with Mrs. Mellett and other members 
of the family. Tonight he announced 
that. he had definitely ‘narrowed possi- 
ble motives for the crime down to that 
of revenge. 

“After an impartial survey-I am 
convinced that this killing -was not 
done out of any of the usual motives 
that lead to murder. By that I mean 
that it had nothing to do with. jeal- 
ousy over hidden love affairs and that 
it was not the result of a paraquat 
quarrel. 

“The only motive left is that of re- 
venge on the part of persons who were 
deeply affected by Mr. Mellett’s edi- 
torials and other news comment. The 
people that he attacked on the pages 
of his newspaper were those of the 
underworld. 

“Here in Canton and -elsewhere in 
this State the underworld is divided 
generally into four classes. There are 
those running liquor, those selling it 
in speak-éasies, the gamblers and the 
organized vice promoters. The man 
who shot Mellett was one of these 

' four classes.”’

When: Dr. Norris finished speaking 
several hundred of his congregation 
sauntered down to the front of the 
church to shake the preacher’s hand 
as he stood before the platform, Many 
embraced him, and at this point Mr. 
Norris showed the only sign that the 
tragedy had affected him. He neither 


be on the verge of tears and seemed 
unable to speak because. of. emotion. 


“Announces New York Invitation. 


Mr. Norris announced tonight that he 
had received an invitation to deliver 
a sermon-from the pulpit of the First 
Baptist Church of New York City on 
the night of Aug. 1. The pastor said 
the invitation was'a ubBual‘ one and 
that he would accept it. His announce- 


ment was made at an open.air religious 
service tonight, atended by many of 
followers from many miles afound.: 

The funeral of Mr. Chipps was con- 
ducted this afternoon. Mayor H. C. 
Meacham headed the list of honorary 
pallbearers. Masonic rites were ‘used at 
the burial. 

According to the preacher’s version 
‘of the shooting, given last . night, 
Chipps called: at Norris’s study: and 
threatened to: kill him. He demanded) 
according to the pastor’s statement, 
that the latter desist from attacks on 
certain . of Chipps’s friends. ' Norris 
had launched an attack on ag, bg H. 
C. Meacham for'the purchase by the 
city land for the opening of a 
street. In -his church publication, The 
Searchlight,.and .in sermons Norris. is 
said to have charged that the street 
opening :was - designed, to benefit 
Meacham’s own property. He is the 
owner of a large department store. 

Mr. Norris said. he-tried to induce 
Chipps to leave his stidy, and he es- 
corted the visitor to the door. The 
latter, however, returned with a threat 
and was apparently. about to attack 
him when Norris, according~to his 
statement, took a watchman’s pistol 
from a drawer and. fired at Chipps. 

Chipps was shot three times. He died 
in-an ambulance.

RUINS YIELD PROOF 
OF BIBLICAL RECORDS 


Dr. M. G. Kyle Says Wreckage 
of Kirjath-Sepher Reveals 
History of Canaanites. 


CITY BURNED FIVE TIMES 


Evidence Confirming Writings 
in the Book of Joshua. 


First-hand details of the uncovering 
of the ruins ofthe biblical city of 
Kirjath-Sepher, .founded by the. Ca- 
haanjtes 2000 B. C. and destroyed by 
Nebuchadnezzar in 600 B. C., were 
brought to New York yesterday by 
Professor Mé]vin G. Kyle, President 


& 
Louis, who returned on the olland- 
America liner Volendam from Pales- 


the ruins of the ancient city formed 
thé most complete And continuous his- 
tory of the Canaanites from 2000 B. C. 
to their conquest by the Israelites in 
1300 B. C., and of the latter people 
until the Exodus in '600 B» C., when the 
idhabditants.were driven out by the As- 
syrian King. It confirmed the -his- 
torical events narrated in ttie Bible, 
Professor Kyle said, and also other 
records that had been found previously 
of ‘the ‘history of the -cities of Judah. 
‘The different ages’ were traéed by. 
pottery, implements . and utensils of 
various kinds that were used: by ‘the 
Canaanites and Israelites in their daily 
lives. . 
Found Underground City. 


Dr. Kyle said that the expedition 
which he led also found a subterranean 
city dug forty to fifty feet down in 
the shale rock under Kirjath-Sepher, 
where the, water supply and: stores 
were kept in case of siege, as was the 
custom in ali-of the old cities in the 


Near East. ‘The members of the ex- 
pedition were able to enter three or 
four of the rooms that had been ex- 
cavated, but it was difficult to pene- 
trate very ‘far because the passages 
were choked with the débris accumu- 
lated in centuries. Dr. Kyle said he 
hopes to dig further in the under- 
ground city when he makes his second 
visit to Palestine. 

Telling of the work done by the 
| expedition since last February, Dr. 
Kyle said that there were from sixty= 
five to eighty-five native laborers en- 

gaged in the digging at Kirjath- 
Sepher, and that the whole cost of the 
excavation ‘was not more than $2,500 

‘The old biblical’ city which ‘ts 
spoken of in the Book of Joshua,” he 
said, “is called Tell-Beit-Mirsam at 
the present time by the Arabs and lies 
thirteen miles’ southwest of Hebron, 
or thirty-seven miles by the road from 
Jerusalem. It is also niluded to in the 
Scriptures as ‘the walled city,’ and 
with the exception of- the parapets 
which have fallen down, it stands. to- 
day as‘a fine example of what. the 
wld cities of the Bible were like. © 


Burned Down Five Times. 


“Kirjath-Sepher was burned down 
five times between its foundation in 
2000 B. C. and-its final destruction. 


The layers of ashes were found With 
five to six feet of débris between them, 
which marked the times the city was 
fired. The first was in 1800 B. C., by 
whom is not known; the second was 
in! 1800'B. C., by Othniel, in the time of 
Joshua, and ‘the third fifty years later, 
but’ it is uncertain by whom it was 
fited: The fourth yong of the city 
occurred in 900 B..C., by Shishak, in 
the time of Jeroboam, and the fifth by 
Nebuchadnezzar in 600 B. C. 

“The only ashes we could find of the 
lagt destruction of the city by. fire 
were at the Hast Gate, because the 
heayy rain#of the intervening cen- 
turies ‘had : washed them. away.”

Coney Island Darkened. 


There was a crowd estimated at 700,- 
000 persons at Coney Island and, pro- 
portionate numbers at other metropoli- 
tan beaches when soon after 6 o’clock 
last evening the sky darkerred and a 
wind which reached: a maximum ve- 
locity of sixty miles an hour sprang 
up. Big drops of rain began to patter 
down. at 6:30. o’clock.. The first 
thunderclap came four minutes after-

The throngs: at the beaches immedi- 
ately started for their homes and con- 
sequently the. subway, elevated and 
trolley terminals wére soon congested. 
The storm clouds had so darkened the 
aby bove Coney Island that the elec-

Captain Gillan called out his reserves 
to handle the throngs at the transit 
terminals. 

There were about 125,000 persons at 
Midland and South Beaches, Staten 
Island, who started hurriedly for their 
homes when the storm broke. Both the 
South, Beach and Tottenville divisions 
of the Staten Island Rapid Transit 
Railway became congested, and. the 
po ferry house at St. George 

became filled to capacity and 
thee were long lines of would-be ferry- 
boat passengers outside in the rain. 

There was also great congestion’ of 
automobile traffic on Staten Island, 
and although extra ferryboats were 
put on’ to care for the-overflow many 
motorists had long waits before feach- 
ing’ Brooklyn’ or Manhattan. The

Dissolution Talk in Paris. 


There is considerable talk in Paris 
tonight of the possibilities of dissolu- 
tion of the Chamber.

There is no doubt about the 
Senate’s consent and M. Briand himself 
thinks the country should be ealled on 
to express its opinion of the present 
Chamber which if it coincided with the 
opinion of M. Briand would result in 
a@ great change at the Palais Bourbon. 

However, President Doumergue has 
not yet reached a decision on the mat- 
ter.

The‘tent resounded with shouts of 
“Amen” and “Glory Hallelujah.” 
Mrs, T. E. Gosienecki, 70 years old, of 
Sunnyside, L. I., jumped to her feet 
and shouted: 

“Do you know what she is?. She’s 
an angel.” 

The child orator smiled, extended 
her hands and gave Mrs. Gosienecki 
her blessing. 

Mrs. John Roach Straton, wife of 
the clergyman who sponsors the 
young evangelist, attributed healing 
powers to Uldine. She said she was 
suffering from a severe pain in her 
side and the girl had promptly re- 
lieved 1t by prayer. 

In her’sermon the girl said: 

“The earth is not crying for doc- 
trines of man, it is crying for another 
vision of Jesus.

If, 
on the other hand,: after reconsidera- 
tion and further reflection, the 
people conclude: it ‘was not a mis- 
take, then under proper and sincere 
leadership the people will live up to 
it and maintain it. ¥ 

There is no, possible excuse.to in-. 
voke nullification under a system of 

overnment like ours. There is no 
aw which may not be repeajed. 
There, is no provision of the Con- 
stitution which mayjnot be~rewrit- ° 
ten or wholly expunged. To preaéh 
nullification is to-"preach lawless- 
ness—disregard fi aw, that ancient 
and persistent, énemy of all re- 
publics. It is to apply a principle 
which, like poison in the human sys- 
tem, will search its way into every 
vein and artery of the body politic. 

What are the arguments now ad- 
vanced against following the order-: 
ly procedure of amending the Con-' 
stitution? They are familiar argu- 
ments. They are the practices 
~which are making .a -hell- of Europe | 
today.“They are ae free speech, * 
free press, liberty, individuality and 
justice to countless millions. They 
are tracing every day’s routine of 
life in: blood.. 

The first argument is that it will 
take too long, that the method is 
tedious and cumbersome—that is the 
cardinal tenet of Fascism. It is 
said the Highteenth Amendment’ is 
against conscience, oppressive— 
theréfore disregard it. This is the 
precise argument which nullified 
cofttracts and the law ‘of property in 
Russia. 


Talks of Mob Rule. 


We are told that the people are 
fanatics or wanting in judgment, 
and that they may not repeal the 
Eighteenth Amendment—that is the 
basis of military rule in Poland. 
Mob rule is mob rule, whether it is 
the mob of the street or the mob of 
the professional club, whether it is 
preached from a dry goods box or 
in a university chapel. Lynch law 
is lynch law, whether you are lynch- 
ing an individual or the Constitu- 
tion. 

Of course, the people will have to 
be consulted, but I have heard that 
this is a Government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people. 
Certainly the forms prescribed by 
the Constitution will have to be ob- 
served, for this is a Government of 
law and not of men. It may take 
some time to accomplish all this. 
But it will take far less time to 
amend the Constitution in the man- 
ner pointed out by the Constitution 
than it will take to convince the 
American people that nullification is

The sublime intuition of a great 
and orderly people will never accept 
any such doctrine.

Criticizes New York Referendum. 


This is the exact meaning of the 
proposed referendum in the State of 
New York, to be followed, we are 
told, by similar referendums in other: 
States. The people are not being 
asked to.express themselves in favor 
of amending the Constitution of the 
United States, but in favor of the 
States respectively construing and 
enforcing. the Constitution of’ the 
United States. The State of New 
York dong. ago repealed its State 
statute’ for the enforcement of the 
Highteenth Amendment, declaring 


- thereby that it would not, as a State, 


assist in enforcing it. Having re- 
pealed its State law for enforcement, 
it now asks that it be permitted to 
enforce it and that the national Gov- 
ernment. consent to all this program. 


Buch’ a program makes Machiavelli: ; 
“seem commonplace and stupid. 


Those who have expressed somie in- 
terest in this proposal have been 


told that it is none of our concern 4s 


to what New York State does or 
what any particular State does. 
What a State chooses to do with ref- 


erence to her own purely internal af- 
‘|. fairs can be only of indirect concern 


to the people outside of that State. 
But when any State, under the guise 
of taking the advice of the people 
through a referendum, proposes that 
which, if effective, will nullify the 
Constitution of the United Stated, or 
any part of it, it is a matter of su- 
preme concern to all the people in 
every State of the Union. That is a 
matter concerning which a State can- 
not take action without expecting the 
deepest interest upon the part of 
every other State. 

A State cannot take any step which 
will: affect the charter under.:which 
we ‘live and claim the right of indi- 
vidual exemption. Under the Consti- 
tution we are one people,: with a 
common destiny and with a‘ common 
purpose—a purpose ‘never to be 
changed, I trust—andq' that is to pre- 
serve the underlying principles ‘of 
order and law which have made us 
what we are among the proud.and 
powerful nations of the’ earth. 


‘ Nullification Not Revolution. 


A distinguished writer upon this 
subject of nullification tells us that 
“nullification is not revolution. It is 
the safety valve which helps the self- 
governing community avoid the al- 
ternative between tyranny and rev- 
olution.” No, it is true, nullification 

-is not revolution. It has none of the 


* sturdy attributes and finer virtues 


of revolutiom: It involves none of 
the courage and sacrifice and wil- 
lingness to die and is inspired by 
none of the vision of revolution. It 
has none of the open, manly qualities 
of revolution. 

Nullification is none of these. . Nul- 
lification is the slinking, silent, cow- 
ardly sapping of the very foundation 
of all order, all dignity, all govern-' 

*ment. It is the furtive, evasive be- 
trayal of a nation, It poisons the 
very fountain source of national 
power, to wit, respect for law and 
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obédience to the expressed will of the 
majority. ‘It is the spirit and motive 
of anarchy, without ‘efther its cour- 
age or its faith. Many a revolution- 
ist has earned the commendation of 
history, but the nullificationist earns 
but the pity or contempt of his fel- 
lows.

GARDEN CITY, L. I., July 18.—Who 
is to be the metropolitan pen cham- 
pion for 1926 threatens to become the 
greatest golf mystery of all time. Mac- 
Donald Smith, Lakeville luminary, and 
Gene Sarazen, Fresh Meadow lark, the 
only two who can possibly solve the 
riddle, did their level best to shed some 
light on the mattér at the Salisbury 
Country Club today, but at nightfall 
every one was as much in the dark as 
ever, 

One hundred and eight golf holes 
have now been played in the attempt 
to find out whether Gene is to retain 
the title, which he won a year ago, or 
if Smith is to add it to the laurels he 
now. holds—the Western and Long 
Island open crowns—and the situation 
is no different than it was when they 
started out, except that only two men 
are involved instead of 150. Each has 
negotiated the No. 3 course at Salis- 
bury six times and the number of 
strokes is exactly the same—423. 

Another attempt will be made -to 
settle the Vexatious problem on Satur- 
day, and if the two principals continue 
to play as they have for the last four 
days: -they will be lucky, indeeg, if: 
they:get out of the trenches by Christ- 
mas, So far as. the records of golf 
show, there hag never been such a 
long stretch of holes played in any 
major championship. 


May Finish on Saturday. 


A year ago Willie Macfarlane and 
Bobby Jones played two extra rounds 
before Macfarlane gained the national 
open title, but Smith and Sarazen al- 
ready have played two, and the end 
is not yet in sight. They may finish 
it = Saturday, then again they may 
no ‘ 

Even if the length of the match does 
not establish a record, the calibre of 
the golf does. Usually one or the 
other lets down somewhere even in a 
one-round play-off, but today neither 
Smith nor Sarazen let down for so 
much as a moment. They played the 
morning round in 70s, three- under 
par, and the afternoon round.in 72, 
one under. 

Altogether each hag -played the 
course six times for an average of 
711-3, one and two-thirds strokes 
under par, and, figured still another 
‘way, they have played 108 holes in 
. four strokes under even ¢s. 

The scores today are all the more 
remarkable when it is considered that 
they were made under anything but 
ideal conditions. In the morning a 


') shifting wind blew over the course 


and between rounds a heavy rain fell. 
The rain made shot making difficult 
and in addition the wind gained force 
zo that all afternoon the two rivals 
were hampered to a great extent in 
their playing. A gallery of close to 
1,000 persons followed the contestants. 

Few matches with so much at stake 
have had so many dramatic moments 
as this one, and in few matches has 
the golf been so monotonously superb. 
Smith, aided by a bit of bad putting 
on Saragen’s part, opened up a two- 
stroke gap on his Fresh Meadow 
rival before they reached the third 
green, but -caught him at the fourth, 
playing a great second shot to win 
the third and holing a twenty-five-foot 
putt at the fourth. 


Smith Again in Lead. 


Smith again opened up a two-stroke 
lead when he holed the short eighth 
in 2, but Sarazen, fighting back, re- 
uced it to one stroke by taking the 
eleventh and squared it by winning 
the fourteenth with a birdie 3. After 
that it was nip and tuck between them 
all the way, and up to the very end 
they were never more than a stroke 
apart. 

Gene never succeeded in getting in 
the lead until the fifteenth hole in the

he got down all day~and with only 
three holes to play, he looked to be at 
last on the right track.

ROOT ‘HOLDS McGRAWMEN 


Allows Only Seven Hits and Strikes 
Out Eight, Including Kelly With 
Man on Third.

CHICAGO, July 18.—Howard: Frei- 
gau,.Hack Wilson and Riggs Stepheh- 
son, three Chicago artillerymen, broke 
up an orderly diplomatic conversation 
and 
while 3,500 primitive persons shrieked 
with joy at the exhibition of force of 
arms the Cubs won the second of the 
series from the Giants, 2 to 1. 

It was @n exhibition of brute force 
triumphing in a moment over deli- 
cate negotiations between two highly 
skilled ambassadors of the mound, 
Hugh McQuillan of the Giants and 
Charles Root of the Cubs. But it was 
also a retaliation for an overt act 
committed early in the parley by the 
retinue of Ambassador McQuillan, and 
as such was as justified as it was 
pleasant. 

Ambassador McQuillan and Ambas- 
sador Root had it diplomatically nip 
and tuck until the Giants became im- 
patient in the third session of the 
parley and sent a Giant across the 
Cubs’ border into the forbidden terri- 
tory of their own home plate. 

McQuillan Rules Till. Seventh. 

Ambassador McQuillan was able by 
skillful negotiation to keep the forces 
of the Cubs in check until the 
seventh session sof the parley. Frei- 
gau made the first hostile movement 
with a single, Wilson followed with 
a double and Stephenson delivered a 
single which made diplomacy there- 
after utterly futile so far as Ambas- 
sador McQuillan was concerned. 

He was recalled in the eighth in 
favor of a battler; named Jimmy 
Johnston, and the parleying for the 
remainder of the meeting was done by 
Chick Davies. Altogether it was 
diplomacy of a high order. . 

For the first seven innings only 
twenty men faced Ambassador Mc- 
Quillan. He permitted them only two 
hits and none went beyond second 
base. Ambassador Root yielded only 
seven hits in the entire nine innings 
and struck out eight men, one of 
them George Kelly, a mighty Giant 
battler, in the ninth when a man was 
on third, two out and even the merest 
hit would have tied the game. 

The meeting was practically all de- 
voted to the spectacle of tthe ambas- 
sador’s negotiations and the really ex- 
citing moments came only during the 
aggressions of the artillerymen. 


Giants Make First Move. 


As on yesterday, the Giants started 
the aggression. Young was permitted 
by Ambassador Root t6 advance 
sightly toward the Cubs’ territory on a 
walk. Freddie Lindstrom, a former 
Chicagoan whose associates at Loyola 


presented him with flowers earlier in 
the meeting along with a fellow Chi- 
cagoan, Paul Florence, singled to 
left, sending, Young to third. Linds- 
trom tried to move to second on the 
throw in and was caught in a traffic 
jam of Chicagoans between first and 
second. Meusel lifted a sacrifice fly 
to Wilson, and Young scored with the 
Giants’ only run. 

Nothing at all happened thereafter 
until the seventh. Freigau hit a high 
ball on the outside to centre for a 
single. Wilson hit the same soft into 
a crowd in right field. Ground rules 
limited each runner to two bases, and 
then Stephenson hit a. high slow one 
to centre for a single which scored 
both men ahead of him. 

Terry replaced Florence in an at- 
tempt at a rally in the eighth and 
struck out. Ambassador Root threw 
out Johnston.

~ For ‘years the light-heavyweight 
class in boxing was practically Agnored 
or at best-aroused only mild curiosity 
and little serious attention. Today the 
division: stands out prominently among 
the ring. classes, practically all of 
which are stagnant through indiffer- 
ent or too cautious champions, or lack. 
of high-grade fighting material. 

“The greatest testimonial to the ‘popu- 
larity of the 175-pound division was 
written last Friday night at. Ebbets 
Field, where more than 40,000 persons 
paid over $450,000 in. gross receipts to 
see Jack Delaney hammer his way. to 
the title over Paul Berlenbach. Another 
proof of this popularity was in the 
afmount of money. paid the boxers. Ber- 
lenbach, in deféat, got what consola~ 
tion he could from a mere $150,000. 
Delariey collected $100,000, in. addition 
to the title, whose monetary possibili- 
ties are as yet unknown, 

Berlenbach has amassed more than a 
quarter of @ million dollars in'his box< 
ing career, the greater part of this 
sum a¢cruiag since Paul’won the title. 
Delaney is just now on. the threshold. 
of doubtless even greater riches.: 

Did Much for the Class. 


Though he has been relieved of his 
title, Berlenbach will go into the réle 

ex-champion as the man -who 
“made” the light-heavyweight class.

As-it has come to be with the earning 
power of this title, so it undoubtedly 
will. be with-the importance of the 


leader. Regret at the passing of Ber- 
lenbach is’ tempered with satisfaction 
that it had to be a. Delaney who suc- 
ceeded to the throne. No better selec- 
tion could be made because the new 
champion has that happy mixture of 
fighting ability and likable personality 

which assures greater progress for thig 
divigion. Delaney-is a boxer and a 
hitter, the fans eye es fox this: In 
addition. he has a pef¥soratity: which 
attracts even better than did the boy~ 
ish good-naturé: of “Berlenbach, whose 
popularity was overshadowed’ only -by 
that of his conquerer.

It is this Nell 
which the picture shows; a delightful 
hoyden, even in Whitehall. Majesty 
never had any térrors for her; she,re- 
tained her feaoination by being herself. 
With such a character it was possible, 
to produce a cep full of whimsy 
and drollery. ell-meets. the King at 
the door of the theatre in Drury Lane, 
that quaint old street full of pushcarts 
and eatrical history, and presents 
him with an orange “to sweeten the 
company he keeps.”’ Her vivacity at- 
tracts him, and when the audience is 
driven from the unroofed building by 
the rain he invites her to the inn 
opposite. Nell dines sumptuously, wav- 
ing a chicken bone under the nose of 
her royal companion or poking him in 
the ribs with her elbow with a frank 
camaraderie which appeals to his 
Weary senses. 
And when his companions have not 
sufficient money to pay the bill, Nell 
does so with an amusing appreciation 
of her position, which is infinitely at- 
tractive to Charles. He promises that 
she shall have her chance to be an ac- 
tress, and sends her silken substitutes 
for her torn stocking, and buckled 
shoes to take the place of her shabby 
footgear. 

Whether Nell entered the theatre 
through Charles, or received her op- 
portunity through earlier admirers, 
hardly matters. Once in the theatre 
her fortune was made, for her fame 
as a comedienne is fully as great as 
her fame as the King’s favorite. She 
used the stage as the means to dis- 
countenance her rivals, and one of the 
most amusing scenes in the picture is 
the way in which she subjects Lady 
Castlemaine, her chief antagonist, to 
the ridicule which no favorite can 
withstand. Nell has been forgotten at 
a reception in Whitehall, where she 
had ‘been: lately installed, embarrassed 
and unhappy, while her royal lover 
hastens to the side of Castlemaine. 
gorgeous in a huge hat which is the 
centre of .attraction. Nell pouts and 
then laughs, and the next night at the 
play comes on dressed in a hat so 
huge it might. be an umbrella, under 
which her antics reduce her rival to 
impotent anger. 

But that is not all of Nell. When 
two of her old friends visit her at the 
palace she drags in the King to make 
him promise that he would give the 

alace he was building for her at 

helsea’ t6-.thedisabled soldiers of his 
kingdom. Tradition has it that that 
is-the-origin’of Chelsea. Hospital. And 
on Charles’s deathbed, when with a 
wry smile. he apologizes to his brother 
for taking so long to die, it is Nell 
who hurries to him and comforts him. 

“Don’t let poor Nell starve,’ he tells 
his brother, and then asks her, as the 
tears stream down her cheeks, to 
laugh one of her gay.laughs for him, 
and to that laugh, joining in its in- | 
fectious merriment, he dies. 

That was the end of Nell’s career. | 
For although King James obeyed his 
brother’s wish and provided for her, 
she did not long survive her lover. 
But the picture of Nell ends with her 
scornfully disdaining King James’s 
outstretched hand, and blowing a kiss 
to the bust of Charles. 

Whatever may be the shortcomings 
of English motion picture producers, 
if they can put together other pictures 
as simply and with as much dramatic 
effect as this story of Nell Gwyn they 
should have no difficulty obtaining a 
showing for them anywhere. The 
story moves quickly and surely, with 
nothing to strain one’s credulity, and 
the acting of Miss Gish and Raddle 
Ayrton, who takes the part of Charlies, 
is excellent. So is that of Juliette 
Compton as Lady Castlemaine. The 
immorality of the period is suggested 
without being offensive, and for the 
second time this Summer a good pic- 
ture has not been spoiled by prudery. 
The titles are unusually good and fre- 
quently amusing, that dear old gos- 
sip Pepys being resorted to for pur- 
poses of verisimilitude:

that haye a habit of breaking out like 
a rash all over Greenwich Village 
when warm weather comes to lower 
Seventh Avenue and environs is ‘1926 
Bare Facts,” which. opened at the 
Cave-like Triangle Theatre with a mid- 
night performance on Friday. 

“Bare Facts” has to its credit some 
excellent lyrics, wittily and cleverly 
wrought, which are the work of Henry 
Myers, two or three good tunes by 
Charles M. Schwab—“‘not .the atéel 
man,’ the management announces— 
and a few ideas, the one ingredient in 
revue fashioning that producers too 
often avoid like the plague. The jungle 
number, for example, in which Vachel 
Lindsay’s ‘“‘Congo” is chanted by Mary 
Doerr and acted in pantomime by the 
silhouetted figures ofthe other play- 
ers, is a really striking conception, es-- 
pecially in view of the limitations of 
the small stage. 

An effective mask dance, done by a 
girl wearing the head of a huge, gro- 
tesque golliwog, and a perhaps too 
meaningly posed burlesque of the up- 
town revues’ “living pictures’’ are 
other scenes somewhat off the beaten 
track. -An amusing number is ‘‘Music 
Masters,” in which Mendelssohn, 
Chopin and Liszt complain -to the 
audiences about the flagrant thefts of 
their tunes by the Tin. Pan Alley 
geniuses, but this, like several other 
items of the program, would be much 
the better for the sort of development 
it could. be ‘given by the Broadway 
entertainments. 

There are the usual burlesques of 
current plays, an unnecessarily vulgar 
bit about “Lulu Belle,” and long and 
only intermittently amusing travesties 
on “The Great God Brown”, and 
“Kongo.” “Stand Up On Your Feet 
and Dance” seems to be the best tune 
of the revue, although “A Nice Girl,” 
as sung by Gladys James, an eager 
and personable young entertainer, runs 
close second. There are. several 
promising young women in the cast 
besides Miss James, including Miss} BRA 
Doerr, Amey Steere and Roberta 
Pierre. Rupert Lucas, Joseph Battle 
and Courtenay Travers do the best 
work among the male contingent. 

Like most of its downtown counter- 
parts, ‘1926: Bare Facts’’ contains 
various amateurish crudities, and in 
its youthful enthusiasm overdoes many 

of the things it undertakes. Playing 
in the stuffy, subterranean Triangle 
Theatre, it qualifies from the start 
as hot weather entertainment. In fact, 
much of the material has-to be good 
to overcome the conditions of its 
presentation.

Hedley Reports Gain. 


President Hedley reported a gain in 
subway and system travel during the 
last week. 


“The total number; of riders on July 
17 was 2,204,581,” he said, ‘as against 
1,819,213 on July 10. The ‘subway 
riders on July 17 were 1,180,549; on 
July, 10, 822,204, a gain of 358,345. The 
loss on the system for Saturday, July. 
17, as compared with the correspond- 
ing day last year, fell to $19,837.45, as 
compared with the loss of $38,238.10 on 
July 10 as compared with the corre- 
sponding day last year.’ 

He said that yesterday’s elevated 
lines were operated 100 per cent. of a 
normal July Sunday schedule, and the 
subway, a littl more than 80 per 
cent. ‘The Brooklyn. subway’ service, 
he said, was extended at midnight be- 
tween Saturday and Sunday to Utica 
Avenue and Flatbush Avenue, and 
“ran during the day without incident 
or accident,’”’

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FRANCE SHUFFLES THE CARDS. 

Not for nothing does the French 
Chamber sit. i? the Palals Bourbon. 
The Deputies seem to covet associa- 
tion with a name which, historically 
stands for learning nothing and for- 
getting nothing.. This is the depress- 
ing thing about the defeat of‘ the|) 
Briand Government, Brought about 
ostensibly on a question of principle, 
it was in reality caused by political 
complots, old personal animosities and 
rancors—the whole in reckless dis- 
regard of the great need of France 
today. 

About that need there is no dispute 
inside of France or outside. It Is 
to restore confidence, Other nations 
having dealings with France desire 
assurances that she is able to estab- 
lish a stable Government capable of 
setting her financial house in order. 
At home, the demand is even more 
urgent. The great problem in F.ance 
is today as much mental as financial. 
Something like @ panic feeling is 
spreading among the French people. 
They distrust the soundness of their 
own currency. They profoundly dis- 
trust the political groups that make 
up the French Chamber. They are 
eager for a strong Government that 
will calm the public mind and preveat 
the continued flight of capital from 
France. They were counting upon 
the Chamber of. Deputies to sink po- 
litical differences and ambitions in a 
common and patriotic effort. to do the 
work of sanitation required in French 
public finance. They were prepared 
to submit to drastic measures and 
make the needed sacrifices. Rut sud- 
denly they were compelled to look 
again upon a combination of politi- 
cians to overthrow the Government 
and «compel the work to be begun all 
over again. It is not surprising that 
cries of execration were directed at 
M. Herriot as he rode to. his -in- 
terview with the President of the 
Republic. 

Those who in the ‘Chamber set out 
to pull down Brianp ‘and CaILLaux 
urged that they stood for a great 
constitutional right. Parliament must 
not be asked to divest itself of its 
powers, It must insist upon its priv- 
flege of discussing at length every tax 
bill, every measure of finance, évery 
lean, every form of securing credits 
abroad. But, as M. BRIAND at once 
showed, this meant indefinite delay 
There would be endless. discussions in 





the Chamber,. although prompt action |. 


was vitally necessary. France is con- 
fronting a crisis ‘which must be solved 
with instant decision, if it is to be 
solved most successfully. 

Moreover, the very politicians who 
led the; movement to drive out the 
Briand . Ministry admitted that the 
recommendations of the financial ex- 
perts are well founded and must be 
adopted by no. matter what Govern- 
ment is in office.

A BELATED EXPLANATION 

Secretary MELLON’s letter to Mr. 
Peasopy, made public on the. eve of 
his sailitig for Europe, takes up the 
question of the war debts in an inter- 
esting way. He adduces the legal ar- 
gument for considering the money ad- 
vanced to the Allies as a loan, not 
as a gift, in a form which would 
doubtless. convince any court. In fact, 
the debtor nations have never denied 
their liability. But that they could 
not be held ‘to the strict terms of their 
obligation Secretary MELLON frankly 
admits. Our Government had to com- 
pound with them on the basis of their 
ability to pay. That this was done in 
a lenient and even generous spirit 
is Secretary MELLON’s~ contention. 
Taking up the French debt, in par- 
ticular, he shows that the settlement 
agreed to by Ambassador BERENGER 
covers a total debt having a pres- 
ent value of $1, 681,000,000. But he 
states that the loans ‘and advances 
jmade to France after the armistice 
amount with interest to $1,655,000,- 
000. Thus he argues that, in effect, 
we have canceled all of the French 
debt to us contracted prior to the end 
of the war. 

That would be true if in his cal- 


were treated in the same way. It has 
always been felt that they stand on 
a different basis. The French them- 
selves have sought to make a distinc- 
tion between the loans which they 
obtained after the armistice and the 
sums advanced to them while the war 
was still raging. But whatever may be 
said on this point, and no matter what 
analysis of the debt figures may be 
put out by our Tredsury, the fact 
remains that these official explana- 
tions are both late and limping. The 
trouble arose from having to present 
one set of statements to our own 
people and another one to our foreign 
debtors. The Administration at Wash- 
ington. and our Debt Funding Com- 
mission long made it a point of pride 
that they had secured from our 
debtors recognition in full of all that 
they owed us. Only by subsequent 
study was it made clear that, what 
with a virtua] moratorium for a few 
years and the low rate of interest, 
there was in effect a cancellation of 
part of the debt, running anywhcre 
from 15 to 75 per cent. with the dif- 
ferent countries involved. 

This Is the point which those have 
had in mind.who have maintained that 
our Government blundered in not 
making all this clear from the first 
to our foreign debtors. By so much 
it showed a lack of:skill in handling 
this difficult international question. 
In such matters almost everything de- 
pends upon the form and tone. There 
could be no doubt, for example, that 
if from the earliest day ‘our Govern- 
ment had made it plain to the French 
people that they. would; in. reality, 
have to pay only. what they had bor- 
rowed since the armistice, the fceling 
about the United States! would have 
been very different. in Frafice from 
what it urifortunately has been.

On 
this the agricultural methods are for 
the most part primitive, and the pro- 
duction per acre is much less” than 
could be had if modern farming were 
used. The greater part of the Island of 
Mindanao, where most of the- rubber 
lands are situated, is uninhabited. This 


‘island, about the size of the State of 


Indiana, has a climate and soil equal 
to that of the best rubber Jands in 
Sumatra and the Malay Peninsula, Tt 
could be made to bring prosperity to 
hundreds of thotsands of Filipino 
farmers and large revenues to “e 
Filipino Government. 
The Philippine problem is largely an, 
economic one. Heretofore too much 
stress has been put on its political as- 
pects. Asa result business men have 
been reluctant to embark on large-scale 
projects to develop the resources of the 
islands. They have feared the inter- 
ference of politicians and have hesi- 
tated to face the consequences of too 
early American withdrawal from the 
islands. If Colonel THOMPSON can 
bring back a constructive plan for the 
economic -dev<‘opment ‘of the. Philip- 
pines, he will do much to improve the 
political conditions; In the final anal- 
ysis, the success of the politicians 
will be determined by the degree of 
economic growth of the Filipina 
peoples rather than by the brilliance 
of their rhetoric.

One of the admitted blunders of .the 
general strike in England was the! 
shutting up of the: newspapers. It 
Was an. ominous indication of what 
the Trades Union Congress might do 
if it gained complete power. People 
did not fail to point out the strange |, 
likeness between the attitude of, the 
Italian Dictator and the English pro- 
letariat. . But the lesson does not ap- 
pear to have been learned. At the 
recent meeting of the: National Union 
of Railwaymen at Weyntouth, a reso- 
lution was promptly adopted to the 
effect that “only representatives of 
“trades union papers should be elig- 
“ible to report the public proceed- 
“ings of this conference.” What was 
meant, of course, was newspapers 
having the closed shop. But to the 
credit of the reporters present, not 
even those who might. have qualified 
under the terms of the resolution re- 
mained in the hall. They all left in 
a body as a protest against-such an 
interference with the freedom of the 
press. The Daily Herald itself, the 
Labor newspaper, was for a time at 
least left without a representative. 

Such an action as this of the Rail- 
waymen’s Union has rightly been de- 
scribed as exemplifying “the mind of 
tyranny.” A tyrant, a dictator, can- 
not bear discussion, and feels that he 
must control every medium of com- 
municating information to the general 
public. Uncolored truth he considers 
inimical to himself. The free report- 
ing and printing of what he says or 
does or proposes, he cannot tolerate. 
That trades unions should be ready} 
on slight occasion, to set up this form 
of censorship or suppression of the 
press, does not argue. well for the 
quality of their leadership, Yet Labor 
censors have long been known in 
England. When Mr. HamILTon Fyre 
was editor of The British Worker he 
wrote: 
“my table—a large one, fortunately— 
“who go through every line of type.” 
This gives an unpleasant hint of what 
sort. of rules for newspapers Labor

GIRLS ON THE MARCH. 
To any one who has recently mo- 


, 


tored or traveled by train through 
the “country — near New. York | the 
announcement of the: Girls’ Service 
League that girl hikers are marching 
on this city is superfluous. It is not 
absolutely necessary to leave midtown 
in order to be aware of the advancing 
army. ‘Girls in knickers and flannel 
shirts, with silk stockings and slippers 
equipped with “baby Spanish” heels, 
are to be seen, usually in pairs, some- 
times in groups of five or six, almost 
anywhere; resting in a movie, refresh- 
ing themselves at an open-air orange- 
juice. stand, listening. to a concert at 
the Stadium or, occupying themselves 
with the business their costume calls 
for. 

The uninformed might suppose that 
knickers and flannel shirts meant 
hiking. But the girls are not so much 
interested in walking, either for exer- 
eise or aS a means of getting some- 
where, as they arein riding. Of course, 
there are the few proud-walkers who 
are bearing messages from one Mayor 
to ancther and doggedly footing it 
every step of the way. They get 
their names and pictures in the papers. 
But the great unknown crowd is out 
for adventure. The girls who daily 
appear at the Girls’ Service League 
clubhouse to ask for help are not, 
according to the report, in_ search of 
work, money, refuge or assistance in 
getting back home. Only a few are 
not asking merely for a bath,. one 
night’s lodging and perhaps a place to 
stay until expected parcels of clothing 
are delivered to them. 

The parents of most of the girls 
know what they are doing, and if they 
do not approve, at.least do not refuse 
fresh clothing, with some good advice 
tucked into the new knickers. The 
confidence tne girls have in themselves 
is bound to inspire a little in the 
breasts of the most timid mothers. 
Their belief in their ability to take 
care .of themselyes appears to be well 
justified on the whole. *Kind-hearted

A BOYS’ REFERENDUM. 
A World’s Committee of the, Y. M. 
C. A. has. been asking, questions of 
boys and youths all around the planet 


for ‘the purpose of disclosing “the 


“true aspirations and real problems 
“of the younger generation.” What 
is any “question’? without a ques- 
tionnaire? Is modern youth radical 
and. full of revolt? Does it hate tradi- 
tion? Is it irreligious? Has it dis- 
covered new truths? Or does it heel 
meekly after-'the elder generation? 
The last. interrogation was superflu- 
ous and insulting; but these and other 
queries were popped at our young 
masters, of wide geographical distri- 
bution. We haven’t seen the report, 
issued: some two weeks ago, of the re- 
sults of the inquiry, but such few 
replies as we have been privileged to 
read make us long-for more. . 

Especially gratifying is the disposi- 
tion to put the old folks in their place, 
if there is any left: for them. A lad 
of Denmark says sententiously that 
“adults hinder youth by not leaving 
them in peace, to grow.” Such hin- 
drance is to be expected from cur- 
mudgeons who have ceased to grow 
themselves. <A stripling of England 
finds ‘that “conditions of life have 
changed”; but he is restrained in his 
criticism” of the: elderly culprits: 
“Older people are sometimes old- 
fashioned and childish.’ Why not tell 
the whole truth? They all are. Hence 
the proverb: “Teach your grand- 
mother to suck eggs.” Some budding 
Aldous Huxley pierces the “ problem” 
through the heart: “ Something might 
“happen if adults did the work and 
“youth the directing.” But that, un- 
less, as Professor A. Ward says, “our 
eyes deceive our earsight,” is practi- 
cally the case now. 

So there is no “revolt,” but a de 
facto as well as a de jure government 
of youth, by youth and for youth. Old 
age begins before birth. We don’t 
know where the present old-age limit 
begins; probably at 25 or sooner. Yet 
it is pleasant to know that “the old” 
are not cumberers of the ground. 
Somebody must work, ati least until 
the no-hour day of Jlabor°dawns. Let 
the old do it. Youthful direction they 
will never lack. They are not com- 
plaining: of any lack of it now. One 
regrets to notice, in, Switzerland, a 
jarring note of conservatism. Ques- 
“What is the-—most effective 
punishment for - boys?” First. Swiss 
boy: “Send him to bed with nothing 
to eat.” Second Swiss boy: “A good 
spanking.” A hundred years ago 
BRONSON ALCoTT showed the perfect 
rule of school: discipline. If a pupil 
was “naughty,” Amos smote his own 
hand with a ferule. “ Spank teacher!” 
“Send teacher supperless to bed!” 
The backwardness of these Helvetian 
younglings is deplorable,

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


In. Java, where 
there is more fa- 
millarity with vol- 
canos and there- 
fore perhaps less 
fear of them than in most other lands, 
the Dutch authorities have made an 
ambitious attempt to limit them and 
render them ‘harmless. The work has 
been in progress since 1918,' just..after 
there had been a destructive eruption. 
of the vdlcano which is Rnown as the 
Kloet. ° x 

Its speeialty, it séems, js the occa- 
sional sending out in enormous quan- 
tities, not of fire or molten lava, but 
of mud. Between times a huge, lake 
of this material accumulates in the 
crater, and the purpose of the en- 
gineers has béen to lower the level of 
this lake so that when the eruptive 
forces waken there will not be much of 
the mud for them to scatter abroad. 

With this end in view, a tunnel into 
the side of. the mountain. toward the 
crater and opening into it far below 
the maximum level of the mud was. 
started. The making of a ventilating: 
tunnel leading down to the main tun- 
nel was found necessary, as was also 
the construction of minor and higher. 
tunnels to the crater. 

Constantly the chief trouble has been 
from water, but how: the water gets 
there; at or near the top of a moun- 
tain, is not revealed in:the account at 
hand, taken from the Dutch East 
Indian newspaper Locomotief. It is not 
statec, eith.>, that the efficiency of 
the tunnel has been tested, as yet, by 
a really serious eruption. It is hard to 
believe that a volcano can he bridled 
in this or any other way, but the 
Dutch ‘are not likely to waste their 
money on a hopeless scheme.

Feeding Working Hens Is Costly. 
To thé Editor of The New York Times: 

The following ,is for the enlightenment 
and edification of Aaron E. Rubenbers; 
whose letter on the: price of Sp 3 “appears 
in today’s TIMES: 

A baby chick costs about 15 cents. It is 
housed, along with some 299 other baby 
chicks, in'a poultry house erected at a cost 
of about $250. For the first few weeks of 
{ts life it is warmed by wood, oil or coal 
stoves specially constructed for the purpose. 


-| It is fed a carefully selected mixture of 


grains, with buttermilk or sour milk, and 
plenty of water. At eight or ten weeks the 
roosters are sold for broilers, and not at 
the retail price of 50 cents a pound. At 
six months the pullets begin to lay, and if 
they have been properly fed, housed and 
cared for, they will average six eggs a week 
each, 

The farmer feeds his hens all year around, 
even in the Summer when eggs are scarce, 
and about all that nature supplies is a few

THE WAY. TO ‘CITIZENSHIP. 


Suggestion for the “American Wo- 
man Without a Country.” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter from ‘American Woman 
Without a Country,” published in THE 
Trues of July 13, is very interesting. 
As a solution.of her difficulty I would 
suggest that her husband, as: soon as 
he can under the law, apply for citi- 
zenship in this country. At or before 
the expiration of the “six months’ 
visa’’ under which the man and wife 
are now in this country, let application 
be made for an extension of the visa 
as it applies to the presence of the 
woman. I beliéve this can be granted. 
Possibly a bond fora nominal amount 
would be required. Under the bond, 
extensions of the visa could be made 
uhtil the time when the husband be- 
comes an American citizen. 

When the husband became an Amer- 
ican citizen, married to an American- 
born woman, if she did not then be- 
come an American citizen, what kind 
of a citizen could she be? I believe 
the authorities at Washington would 
then hold that the*conditions of the 
bond under which extensions of ‘tite 
visa had been made were satisfied 
that the wqman -was no longer a visi- 
tor and that she was discharged from 
the obligation. to the Government by 
which she had been bound. 

If the matter worked out as abové, 
{t would take the woman exactly as 
long to become an American citizen 
as it would for the man she married 
to. obtain citizenship. It is only fair 
for a person who has voluntarily given 
up citizenship to wait as long to re- 
gain it as it would take any bona fide 
applicant of foreign birth to acquire it.

ALSACE AUTONOMY

by France Face Another 
Rebuff at Geneva. 


CLAIMS CALLED POLITICAL 


League Officials Point to Lack of 
‘Proof of Discrimination in Race, 
Religion or Law. 


GENEVA, July 18 (%.—Leaders of 
the recent unsuccessful movement in 
Alsace-Lorraine to obtain autonomy 
for the recovered French Provinces, 
may, it is believed in some quarters in 
Alsace, take their cause before the 
League of Nations. That there is a ‘cer- 
tain amount.of sentiment in this di- 


rection among these leaders was 
learned by a staff correspondent of 
The Associated Press who has just 
made a tour of the districts. 

Reference of’ the matter to the 
League presumably would be fought 
vigorously by France, while League 
officials say that even if any petition 
reached Geneva it would not he acted 
upon and would not even be circulated

It wag insisted 
further than German should be the 
principal language taught to school 
children and not French. 

Although this manifesto did not call 
for a complete separation from France, 
in many cities the correspondent found 
the.convictinn that the movement for 
autonomy was intended as a _ SteP 
toward complete separation. 

The disciplinary measures akin by 
the Government brought out a second 
manifesto, much milder in tone. All 
three political parties, Catholic, Social- 
‘ist and Radical, gondemned the orig- 
inal manifesto, although the Radicals 
e-:pressed approyal of administrative 
decentralization, so that Alsace and 
Lorraine could conduct their own 
affairs. 


German Influence Is Denied. 


Charges that the funds for support of 
the niovement originated in Germany 
were made by General Bourgeois, the 
noted Alsatian.- On the other hand, 


the Catholics of Mulhouse protested 
against the penalties inflicted on the 
signers of the manifesto. 

The second manifesto disavowed any 
intention of launching a separatist 
movement, and repudiated accusations 
that the autonomy movement was sus- 
tained by funds from outside of France 
and was preliminary to reannexation of 
the territory .by Germany,

merely because we are demanding for

While Premier Mussolini, in the an- 
nexed Austrian district of Southern 
Tyrol, is having only Italian taught to 
school children,. France is pursuing, a 
different educational policy in Alsace- 

Lorraine. The French give predomi- 
nance to the French language, but per- 
mit, and even encourage, German in 
third year primary education, 

This is being done on the theory that 
the interests of the inhabitants of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, as a frontier people be- 
tween France and Germany, and the 
interests of the French Republic itselr, 
clearly demand that the , population 
know both German and French. 


‘*Hindenburg”’ Partition Plan.

Augustus M. Herring, a pioneer de-/ 
signer of airplanes, died on Saturday 
morning at his home, 558 Fifty-eighth 
Street, Brooklyn, from a paralytic 
stroke, in hig sixtieth year. - 

He is survived by his wife, formerly 
Miss Lillian Mellen of Freeport, L. 1.; 
his gon, William Herring, and his 
daughter,. Mrs. H. Miller, of 108 Middle 
Neck Road, Great Neck, . Z. = 

The funeral services will be heid 
privately at 9 A, M. today in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery. 

Mr. Herring, who was born in, Con- 
yers, Ga., had his interest in air phe- 
nomena aroused in 1880 by a toy heli-| 
copter butterfly, according-to his biog-| 
rapher, James V, Marvin, holder of 
the world’s record for airplane effi- 
ciency and a former pupil of Mr. Her- 
ring. To solve the problems developed 
by his efforts to make large model 
helicopters, he took a four-year course 


Hoboken, being in the class of ‘88. 

In 1889 Mr. Herring developed the 
aerofoil, or the curved plane at pres- 
ent in-use. He then obtained a posi- 
tion at the Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, as one of the late Pro- 
fessor Langley’s assistants. In that 
year, it is said, he sent his first plane 
into the air, using a compressed-air 
motor. The plane, which was without 
pilot- or passenger, flew 800‘yards at 
a height of about twelve feet from the 
ground before it crashed.’ 

In 1896 Mr. Herring filed an applica- 
tion for a patent on his “curved 
winged” flying machine, but it was 
rejected. The Wright brothers filed 
their application seven years later. 

He constructed in 1898 a machine 
which, with himself as the pilot, is 
credited with flying for thirty-six feet 
The 
engine was run by compressed air, al- 
though Mr. Herring is said by his 
friends to have developed at that time 
the gasoline motor to a point of effi- 
ciency for use in the air. 

When in 1903 the Wright brothers ac- 
complished a flight of a few seconds’ 
duration Mr. Herring took the keenest 
interest in their ——s and, accord- 
ing to Captain James R Martin, an 
associate of Mr. Herring and a pioneer 
in aviation, gave.them access to “his 
research discoveries. 

Herring in 1908 constructed for the; 
Governmént a plane that was wrecked 
in a preliminary flight on ‘Hempstead 
Plains, L. L,. Undaunted, he organized 
with Glenn Curtiss the Herring-Curtiss 
Company and the next year sent a ma-~- 
chine to France for the air races at 
Rheims. The Herring- ~Curtiss machine 


-l'was the victor. 


In 1910 Herring became. affiliated 
with the Starling-Burgess Company of 
Marblehead, Mass. A plane made by 
that company was personally flown by 
Herring. 

For the last fifteen years, Mr. Her- 
ring had taken no active part in avia- 
tion. According to Captain Martin, 
this was because of ill health, and be- 
cause he was embittered over litiga- 
tion attendant upon his application for 
patents and troubles with some of his 
associates.

Despite reassuring statements from 
Republican quarters, the Republican 
leaders are still busily seeking a for- 
mula on prohibition for their platform 
and their campaign orators. 

Not long ago a-Republican in a high 
party position declared flatly there 
‘would be no reference whatever to pro- 
hibition in the State convention’s plat- 
forth. Then another Republican, who 
‘will wield considerable influence at the 
Madison Square Garden meeting, told 
friende there would be a prohibition 
plank merely pledging the party to 

. abide Sy the prohibition ‘referendum in 
Noveraber, the party promising its best 
efforts for ‘‘State local option’’ if the 


voters demand it or for a State en- 
forcement act if the voters decide for 
that. 


It appears now that both the fore- 

ing statements weré lacking in au- 

ority, that neither attitude would do 
and that in reality no decision ‘has been 
reached upon this ticklish. question. 

There is no doubt that the platform 
would ignore prohibition if. that could 
be done without provoking an open 
fight in the convention, where the wets 
and drys vrili be about. evenly matched. 
But a way has not been found yet, 
and talks with Republicans with hands 
on the party machinery and ears to 
the ground indicate a belief that the 
issue cannot be evaded, 

Developments before the State con- 
vention would render virtually mean- 
ingless a plank merely pledging the 
party to abide by the referendum. The 
party candidates for the House of Rep- 
resentatives and for the State Sefiate 
and Assembly will be nominated in the 
primaries on Sept. 14, a fortnight in 
advance of the State conventions. 
These candidates will. be compelled to 
take a stand before election. 

The Anti-Saloon League is even now 
eeeeres questionnaires for all candi- 

tes for Congress and the Legisla- 
ture. An answer in keeping with the 
proposed wet plank undoubtedly would 
prove unacceptable’ to the drys, who 
already have threatened to pick candi- 
dates for Senate and Assembly and, 
Possibly for the House of Representa- 
ives if candidates of the regular par- 
ties do not meet the standards set up 
by the league. 

With nearly. all the rural territory 
up-State dry, there is no reason to be- 
lieve that Republican candidates in 
guch constituencies would chance dry 
opposition to be in line with the pro- 
. spective stand to be taken in the State 

platform. .Republican leaders are fully 
aware of this and it worries them, ~ 

The fact that a majority of the can- 
didates for Congress and the Legisla- 
ture, mindful of the pressure brought 
by the drys in their primary cam- 
paigns; will sit as delegates in the 
State convention will not improve the 
situation. Some of the harassed party 
leaders believe this will .bring much 
nearer the peril of a wet and dry fight 
in the convention. 

Republicans will seek: a solution for 
this problem in the weeks before the 
convention. One step will be the ap- 
caso early in September by the 

publicans of a spécial committee to 
draft a tentative platform. 

The same course has been followed 
before.

Pilot of the Norge, Acclaimed With 
Enthusiasm, -Praises His Com- 
rades of Polar Flight. 


Four black-shirted Fascisti and four 
white-shirted anti-Fascisti were ar- 
rested outside the Lewisohn Stadium 


yesterday morning for trying to start 


a disturbance among 12,000 of their 
countrymen, mostly Mussolini sym- 
pathizers, who had assémbled in honor 
of, General Umberto Nobile, designer 
and commander of the airship Norge on 
its historic ‘flight across the North 
Pole. 

The reception had been arranged un- 
der the auspices of the Bolletino della 
Sera, an Italian newspaper of this 
city. Officials of the Italian Govern- 
ment were there, including Baron Gia- 
como de Martino, the Italian Ambassa- 
dor, and Emilio Axerio, the Consul- 
General in New York. Six hundred 
Fascisti were present, wearing the 
black shirts of Mussolini’s followers, 
while others in the’ crowd of- more 
than 10,000 were members of Italian 
fraternal and religious orders and 
Italian-American civic and commercial 


organizations. 

The eight combatants had been quar- 
reling inside the stadium during the 
exercises, until they were ejected by 
the police. They continued their al- 
tercation outside, on Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, and came to blows just as crowds 
were streaming from the gates at 
the close of the ceremony. The four 
white-shirts rushed at the four black- 
shirts, one of them shouting, “‘Abbas- 
so’ Mussolini!” (Down with Musso- 
lini). Instantly a turmoil of shouts and 
imprecations arose, quieted only by the 
arrival of the police in command of 
Inspector William F. Day. 


Stadium Strongly Guarded. 


During the meeting the Stadium had 
been heavily patrolled to guard against 
just’ such a demonstation. In conse- 
quence, the police made quick work of 
arresting the eight trouble makers, and 
leading them off to the station house 
in time to forestall any further. excite- 
ment. Later in the afternoon, Inspec- 
tor Day was inclined to treat the whole 
incident -lightly, saying that the eight 
were arrested ‘“‘because they wanted to 
make trouble.’”’ He declared that at no 
time did the disturbance reach the pro- 
portions of a riot. 


“At the West 152d Street Station, 
where they were ‘charged with ‘disor- 
derly conduct, the eight prisoners said 
they were John Romano, 38 years old, 
of 1,308 baer wm, om Street, Hoboken; 
Joseph Pafifico, ‘30, of 322 East 114th 
Street; Vincent Gioiello, 31, of 2,266 
First Avenue; Stefano Gelasso, 30, of 
724 St. Nicholas Avenue; Nicola.

The nati-Fascisti went to cells and 
later to Night Court, where they were 
fined $5 each by Magistrate Flood. 
Andaloro pleaded guilty to tdisorderly 
conduct. Patrolman Roof said Anda- 
loro was lying on the ground, uncon- 
scious, when he arrived. ‘Romano, 
Scarbia and Porprio all pleaded not 
guilty, but were found guilty. 

General Nobile was acclaimed enthu- 
siastically at the reception, especially 
when Vincent Giordano, editor of the 
Bolletino, referred to him as ‘“‘the Co- 
lumbus of 1926.” 

The Norge’s commander sat in an 
armchair on the high bandstand used 
by the Philharmonic Orchestra during 
the Summer months. He was dressed 
in the trim khaki uniform of a General 
of the Italian air force. On one side 
of him sat Ambassador de Martino, e 
the other, Major General Charles P. 
Summerall, Commander of the Second 
Army Corps Area, who attended with 
his military staff. Behind them was

Speaking in Italian, General Nobile 
paid his tribute to the crew of the 
Norge and to Roald Amundsen and 
Lincoln Ellsworth, for whom he said 
he had always had the friendliest feel- 
ing. He praised Mr. Ellsworth’s gen- 
erosity in supplying some of the funds 
with which the flight was accom- 
plished, and then told the crowd that 
he had. beenoverwhelmed by his wel- 
come in the United States.

FOURTH MAN SEIZED IN AUTO 


Arsenal of Banditry and Loot of 

Robberies Found In. House by 16° 

‘ Ralders—Rodgets-Gets Away. 
Spectal to The New York.Times. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., July 18.—With 
the arrest today of a fourth man in 
the round-up of alleged members ‘of 
the John J. (Bum) Rodgers band. of 
robbers, Union County detectives de- 
clared they had evidence that impli- 
cated three of the prisoners in the 
slaying of a Perth Amboy bank mes- 
senger during a hold-up last August, 
as well.as a series of recent robberies 
in this vicinity. 

While the latest captive was being) 
questioned, a “dragnet was being 
spread over the State for ‘‘Bum” 
Rodgers himself, who is believed to 
have escaped arrést by the premature 
springing of a trap yesterday after- 
noon when sixteen detectives raided a 
house in South ‘Plainfield, reputed to 
have been the headquarters of the 
gang. ~ 

The detectives were not very san- 
guine of laying their hands'‘on Rodgers, 
an elusive criminal who escaped from 
@ prison guard at the 125th Street sta- 
tion of the New York Central Railroad 
in New York fecently while being 
taken’ to Auburn prison to serve a long 
term for robbery. They said they had 
information that “Bum” and nine 
other members of the gang had headed 
toward Atlantic City when they 
learned of the round-up. They ex- 
pressed the belief that Rodgers would 
succeed in dodging his pursuers. 

Fourth Man Seized. 


The man taken into custody today 
was Walter Legenza, 27 years old, of 
174 Garfield Street, Jersey City. The 
two alleged members of the gang ar- 
rested yesterday were William Dwyer 

of Woodbridge and Charles Cassagelli. 
Frank Sylvester,’ owner of the South 
Plainfield house, was taken into cus- 


Evidence found in the raid on the 
house, and other information obtained 
at various sources, according to the 
Union County detectives, connected 
Legenza, Dwyer and Cassagelli with 
the killing of the bank messenger and 
several recent hold-ups. 

The bank messenger, James Galla- 
gher, was riding in a taxicab, taking 
a@ payroll of $14,000 to a contracting 
firm building the Victory Bridge at 
Perth Amboy, on Aug. 21. Three gun- 
men opened fire without warning and 
killed him almost instantly. The rob- 
bers escaped with the money. 

Dwyer, Cassagelli and Sylvester were 
arraigned before Judge Mutsgill in 
Perth. Amboy today. The first two 
were held in $25,000 bail, charged with 
complicity ‘in the recent robbery of 
the Castle .Hill Ice Cream Company 
plant at Perth Amboy, where $30,000 
was stolen, and the Merck Chemical 
Company plant at Rahway, N. J., 
where cash and a large amount of 
drugs were obtained. Sylvester was 
held in $3,000 bail ag a material wit- 
ness. 

Detectives said that in the South 
Plainfield house they found a veritable 
arsenal, more than $5,000 in small bills 
in a bag, which had been stolen in the 
ice cream company robbery, as well a 
large quantity of picture wire, such as 
had been used to bind the yictims. 
Drugs and bottles to which revenue 
stamps were attached as they had 
originally issued to the Merck 
sew y were also found, according to

Buckner Due to Launch Drive on 
Combination When the 
Dwyer Trial Ends. 





LIKELY TO INVOLVE POLICE 


Inquiry Has Been Going On Since 
Captain Wunsche Found $9,500 
“Mystery Money” on His Desk.’

A second rum ring, even larger than 
the one which led to conspiracy 
charges against William V. Dwyer and 
‘nine codefendants now on trial before 
Federal Judge Mack, will be the next 
objective of the United States. Attor- 
ney’s office here. This has been re- 
vealed by inadvertent bits of testimony 
in the present trial, by observation 
of the witnesses coming and gaging 
wbefore the Federal Grand Jury and 
by those in the United States Attor- 
ney’s office itself, Attachés of the 
latter have admitted that still more 
startling rum-running: revelations are 
now immirent. 

It-is’ said in informed quarters that 
police corruption will. figure largely 
in the next case. There has been 
testimony in the present trial concern- 
ing the close relations between. both 
policemen and-Coast Guards and the 
ring Dwyer is charged with operating. 
No policemen, however, have been 
brought directly into the case, and no 
namés have been mentioned in the 
testimony. 

Dwyer himself. has been repeatedly 
referred to as the “Czar of Rum 
Row,” yet the authorities are said to 
have begun to find evidence of a still 


larger .ring soon after they started |: 


work..on. the Dwyer ease, and even; 
before he. was indict in January: 
Several individual artests and ‘eiz- 


‘}ures which have been made since are 


believed to have touched this second 
rum-running ring, though their sig- 
nificance has not been revealed. 

It is expected that when the author- 
ities are ready to make their revela- 
tions concerning the second, bigger 
ring an incident. that will figure is 
that of the $9,500 ‘“‘mystery money” 
which Captain Hugo O. Wunsche of 
the Marine Division of the police found. 
on his desk at Pier 1, North--River, 
last April. That incident, in which 
Captain Wunsche himself figured inno- 
cently, dropped out of sight as sud- 
denly as it had appeared and nothing 
was ever heard of it subsequently. 
But it is known that the investigation 
which followed has been’ pursued up 
until very recently and that certain 
startling evidence concerning some 
persons in the Police Department was 
revealed. ' 

The steamer Eker and the schooner 
Donetta were seized within a few 
days of the “mystery money” occur- 
rence, and it was said at the time that 
the two ships were in some way con- 
nected with the money. The’ money 
was thought to have reached the 
wrong desk. It is known that neither 
the Eker nor the Donetta was con- 
nected with the Dwyer ring. 

During the cross-examination of Cap- 

tain Weishaar, skipper of an alleged 
Dwyer boat and later a warrant of- 
ficer in the Coast Guard, the im- 
minence of another large-scale rum- 
running prosecution -was_ revealed: 
Benjamin Spellman, in trying to lay 
open the relations between Weishaar 
and A. Bruce Bielaski, in charge of 
prohibition investigations here, asked’ 
him concerning certain evidence that 
he had laid before Bielaski. United 
States Attorney Buckner immediately 
was on his feet. objecting to: the line 
of questioning. 
It developed that the evidence in 
question concerned certain individuals 
not yet arrested who are involved in a 
liquor smuggling conspiracy.

‘The authenticity of the paragraph 
has been discussed by scores of 
scholars and though ‘the majority be- 
lieve it: spurious, there are many .of 
the first, rank who believe it genuine. 
Its presence’in the works of Joseplius 
led- to intensive reading of Josephus 

by early theologians, and to the use 
of Josephtis’s writings in early Chris- 
tian controversial literature.

WANTS RELIGION | 
BASED ON RTHICS 


Dr. Norman Thomas Assails 
Dogmatic Authority in the 
Teaching of Children. 


WOULD SEARCH FOR TRUTH 


A Difficult Quest, He Says, but We 
Must Not Accept a Thing as 
True Because it Works. 


The religious education of children 
should be based orf etihics rather than 
on dogmatic authority, according to 
the Rev. Dr. Norman “Thomas, Direc- 
tor of the League for Industrial De- 
mocracy, who spoke yesterday at the 
Community Church, Park Avenue and 
Thirty-fourth Street. 

“The search for truth, however,” he 
continued, “‘is not quite as easy as 
many of us believe. It is a much 
simpler thing to say that we must 
follow’ truth rather than authority than 
actually to make that quest the guid- 
ing principle of our lives. We all 
rely in some degree upon authority, 
whether it be the Bible or Karl Marx, 
and too often when we qut loose from 
that authority we feel as a lost child 
on a dark night. 

“In our difficult quest for truth, 
a quest which, like the search for | 
beauty, really makes us men, we must 
not accept any~cheap and easy prag- 
matical truth, a truth that is so only 
because it works. Lies very often 
work over a short period of time, and 
we must seek for something firmer 
upon which to base truth. 

. “Few men or women are strong- 
minded enough to be hypocrites, and 
we cannot accuse religion and its in- 
terpreters for all the misfortunes that 


dogma and superstition have brought 
about. We cannot always have 4 
devil to blame something upon, but 
we must look to our own intelligence. 
We are more likely to he cowards 
than dupes, stupid not hypocritical. 
We must acquaint our children with 
all manner of religious teachings and 
impress upon them that, while life

THE’ WORLD’S GRATITUDE 


Many Who Overestimate the Value 
of Their. Services Expect Too 
_. Much, He Says. 


“To every active, energetic mind 
there is an intense delight in earnest 
work,” said the Rev. Dr. H. Frederick 
Hoops in his sermon yesterday at the 
Second German Baptist Church, 407 
West Forty-third Street. 

“Work gives scope to those powers 
within us which rejoice in action. It 
reacts upon our own soul and strength- 
ens and develops us in direct propor- 
tion to the efforts put forth or the sac- 
rifices: made. It is moreover impos- 
sible to do good to others without re- 
ceiving great good ourselves. Gods 
thus frequently blesses us with such 
an immediate and gracious return for 
our labors that we are repaid tenfold, 
even in this life, for all that we may 
do in His service. 

“We hear a great deal abdut the in- 
gratitude of the world. Some clever 
writer has called its hollow thankful- 
ness ‘a lively sense of favors to come.’ 
But every person who has béen en- 
gaged in truly useful work will _be 
able undoubtedly to affirm that his 
experience contradicts the cynical as- 
sertion. The truth is that many peo- 
ple quite overestimate the value of 
what they do, and expect a great deal 
of gratitude for every small service. 

‘Indeed, gratitude cannot fail to 
please nor ingratitudé to pain us; but 
to let the hope of one or the fear of 
the’ other influence our work in any 
permanent way is a dishonor to the 
work itself. We never find the great 
workers of the world complain of 
unthankfulness ‘or of failure.. If they 
‘encounter it, it seems ta ‘produce no 
effect upon them, They work on -in- 
defatigably because they love their 
work. 

“It is a very trite saying that ‘what 
is worth doing at all is worth doing 
well.’ Many have written it in their 
copy books at school. Everybody as- 
sents to it as a matter of course, yet 
not one person in twenty, perhaps, puts 
it into practice. It should be written 
in letters of gold in every house, in 
every school, in every shop, office and 
factory. To slight our work is to de- 
spise the task God has given us to do, 
and to refuse the use of those powers 
He has given us to work with. If we 
have nothing but the most menial of 
tasks to perform it should be done as 
carefully as if it were the most im- 
portant work in the world, ‘He that 
is faithful in that which is least is 
faithful also in that which is great- 
est.” ’’ 


TELLS OF BLESSING 
IN PRIVATE PRAYER 


Dr. van Dyke Says God Will Be 
Known Only to- Those Who 
Meet Him Alone. 


The great need of the present 
day is an escape “from the domi- 
nance of crowds,” said the Rev. Dr. 
Tertius van Dyke in a sermon yester- 
day to the congregations of the Park 
‘Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church 
and the Park Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, in the church of the latter at 
Park Avenue and Highty-fifth Street. 

‘We are continually on parade,” con- 
tinued Dr. van Dyke. ‘‘We are or- 
ganized and systematized,,; and every 
moment of our time is accounted for. 
The result, particularly on our young 
people, is a terrible and paralyzing 
self-consciousness. We are forever 
trying to produce an effect. Our re- 
laxation is much like our work. It is 
a matter of crowds. We are afraid 
to be alone. . 

“You may remember that it was 
Jesus’s custom to withdraw a little 
from the crowd and pray. He would 
go up into the solitude of the mountain 
and find a relief from the dominance 
of crowds. If He found this seclusion 
of value, might we not also? Should 
we not withdraw, too, on occasion?: 

“God will be adequately known only 
to those who meet Him alone. The 
most obvious benefit of solitude is, of 
course, that when you are alone you 
cannot play a part. You -must get 
down to fundamental things. 

‘“‘We should turn oftener to the prac- 
tice of private prayer, for no one can 
long remain faithful without inner 
prayer. No amount of kindly deeds 
can take the place of this inner com- 
munion. 

“What we lack today is the willing- 
ness to turn away from the dominance 
,of the crowd and commune with God.”

STYLES PAUL'S CREED 
IDEAL OF CHRISTIANS 


Rev. Mr. Waive Saye the Great 
Apostle Knew That Death 


Was a Gain. 


The philosophy of Paul was held up 
as the ideal Christian philosophy of liv- 
ing by the Rev. Paul Warren, Associ- 
ate Pastor of the West End Presby- 
terian Church, who-spoke yesterday 
morning at Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 131 West 104th Street. 

“Paul had the right conception of 
living,’’ he said. “Sinclair Lewis in 
his novel ‘Arrowsmith’ makes a state- 
ment to the effect that it is the dif- 
ference in* human philosophies that 
makes life interesting. There is back 
of every life some kind of philosophy 
that directs that life. For all too many 
life is a vague, dull, shadowy, unreal 
and unholy thing. Others, like the 
poet, have found it a thing of beauty 
and joy. 

“And then there was Paul’s concep- 
tion of life. For him it meant serving 
Christ. ‘Life to me,’ he said, ‘is 
Christ and to die is gain.’ Mark the 
tremendous. assurance of the man! 
‘And to die is gain.’ 
one who found life bitter. He had no 
reason for wishing to die. And yet 
he faced death with perfect assurance. 
He knew that Christ would be waiting. 

“This spirit of Paul’s has not. ceased 
to exist, you still find it wherever you 
find Christians. We Christians can 
face death with the same assurance. 
Nor do we fear the future. for any- 
thing that it may hold in the way of 
punishment. Our sins are behind us 
and God has blotted them out. We 
don’t know much about this future, but 
like Paul, we know that Christ is here, 
and that is enough.”

People are buying any kind of share 
rather than keep money liquid, which 
is a form of flight from the franc. 
As for the franc’s fall in the last few 
days, it was due entirely to the fear 
that the old Government could not 
Manage to have its financial plans 
accepted and would be unable to get 
the allied debt settlement ratified. 
The Deputies who voted against the 
Briand-Caillaux.. Cabinet .and who 
brought about its fall have indicated 
no opposition plam to that of the ex- 
perts. .There cannot be any other ra- 
tio:-2l procedure, and the fall of the 
Cabinet on Saturday is regarded as a 
veritable catastrophe for the franc. 
Not one man in the recent minority 
had produced anything but purely neg- 
ative programs. The public is so dis- 
gusted with the attitude of the 
Chamber that: many people believe the 
fall of the Cabinet and the fall of the 
franc have been fully discounted.

Indirect taxes for June were 2,217,-

‘A lesser reason for depression on the 
Boerse was the action of the Federal 
Credit Company in calling: its loans, a 
move necessitated by the Govern-. 
mental need of cash and thé vaca- 
tional absence of many big traders. 
The midmonth settlement day also 
tended to ‘weaken thé market. Bank 
stocks fared better than moat, par- 
ticularly those. of the Deutsche and 
Diseonto banks. Industrial shares 
moved upward a few points, the .ac- 
tivity being spread over rather a wide 
list, but later in the week nem of this 
gain was lost. . 

Shipping Merger Reperted. 

Despite apparently well-founded re- 
ports. that..two-great.German shipping: 
concerns have concluded a price-fix- 
ing agreement, if not an actual merger, 
both the Hamburg-American and North 
German Lloyd stocks dropped. sharply. 
This is said to be dué to dissatisfac- 
tion of the shareholders to the extent 
of.. preference accorded them in con- 
néction with the increase in its capital 
by. 21,000,000 marks by the Hamburg- 
American Line: The néw stock, ft is 
understood, will be devoted largely to 
the purchase of three ships, the Re- 
liance, Resolute and Cleveland, from 
the Harriman Line. The North Ger- 
man Lloyd is said ‘to be contemplating 
a similar increase in its. capital. 

Money continues. very. easy in Ber- 
lin. Day loans are readily obtainable 
at between 8 and ’5--per cent. and 
monthly loans at 5% to 6%-per cent: 
Few of the latter are made, .however, 
money offered on the daily basis be- 
ing adequate to .cover all business 
néeds.

During last month production’ of all 
kinds of raw iron aggregated only

month of May, and 941,000 for the 
month of June a year ago, Out of 
208 available blast furnaces, only 80. 
wére in operation, and the productive 
capacity of the furnaces was only 47 
per cent. of normal. 
The demand for manufactured metals 
on the other hand rose considérably, 
prices exceeding those of June. The 
financial weekly index of wholesale 
trade fell off two-fifths of 1 per cent. 
during last week to 126.1.

STEEL PRICES HOLD FIRM. 


No General-Movement Is Seen, but 
Some Lines Show Increases.

PITTSBURGH, July 18.—The whole 
steél market is holding its own as to 
maintaining recent prices, there being 
no discernible change in stiffness of 
ary line in the past fortnight. The 
matter is not so ‘simple as it looks, 
however. An effort was made in the 
closing weeks of the first half of the 
year to advance. bars,. shapes and 
plates $2 a ton, to 2.00 on large lots and 
2.10 onlots under 100 tons. The ef- 
fort has been only partially successful 
on /the basis pf prices now available 
to buyers, but even a partial success 
would mean much. 

A very substantial tonnage was 
driven to coyer in this connection and 
there is correspondingly less inquiry 
at the present. time on large lots, so 
that part of the test is deferred, while 
furthermore there is not much single 
carload business being ddne now at 
the 2.10 price aimed at. 

In shegts there has been a steady 
market for several weeks, after the 
long decline. . Buying has increased 
somewhat, but not enough:to produce 
any + stiffening in prices. This is 
predicted, but depends upon tonnage. 
Sheet mills aré showing the courage 
of their convictions to the extent that 
they will not accept contracts to the 


end of the quarter at prices readily 
quoted on prompt deliveries. 

Heavy melting steel scrap in the 
Pittsburgh district has stiffened still 
further, being now quotable at $16.75 
to $17. There has been little mill buy- 
dng, but dealers are sariguine as to a 
further rise and are bidding prices 
highest than the average of their 
present deliveries to mills. Origina- 
tors of scrap, both industrial produc- 
ers. and small dealers, are fully aware 
of this change in attitude and are in- 
sisting on better prices. Should the 
market rise a little more and then 
show weakness, scrap would promptly 
come out in: larger volume. 

Connellsville furnace coke has de- 
clined about ten cents, being now $2.75 
to $2.85. The decline represents loss of 
nearly all the rise produced by pre- 
holiday buying. 

The valley pig iron market remains 
dull, while buying in other districts 
is tapering off after quite a heavy 
movement in the past few weeks.

Rain Damages Crops.

by incessant rain. Czechoslovakian 
wheat fodder in severdl districts has 
been entirely destroyed. Hungarian 
estimates of the wheat crop place it 
at 1,750,000 tons, compared with. 2,000,- 
000 in 1925. The only Rumanian esti- 
mate of the surplus there is 150,000 
cars of wheat,: 100,000 of barley and 
250,000 cars of corn. The Rimanian 
Government is seeking ‘everywhere 
for -cars and locomotives as well as 
ships to handle such goods. 


Government Aids Central Bank.

‘CROPS IN FAIR CONDITION. 


Winter ‘Wheat -Harvest Is -On— 
Corn Is. Tasseling and Looks Well.

CHICAGO, July 18.—Interest in crops 
is centred largely in the outcome of 
the Western ‘Canadian wheat. The Gov- 
ernment report estimating: 349,000,000 
bushels for the entire-east and west of 
Canada was a surprise, as it compared 
with 411,000,000 bushels harvested last 
year.. Thére have been scattered rains 
since the report was made up and’ a 

spotted condition existe. 

Private experts who. have been over 
that country within the past week are 
finding considerable poor to fair wheat 
that was injured by early drought and 
later by heat. Black rust in early 
stages is found in Southern and East- 
ern Manitoba, Eastern Saskatchewan 





.and Northern North Dakota. There 


is also black rust in Northern South 
Dakota and a little in Southern North 
Dakota. So far no injury has re- 
sulted. f 

Winter wheat harvest is nearing 
completion. and. threshing returns 
show better yields than expected even 
in the Midwest, with quality anne 
earlier estimates. 

Corn has grown rapidly and over- 
come part of the lateness in leading 
corn States but needs general rains 
and continued warm . weather to 
bring the crop up to the average for 
this season. . More than half the lowa 
crop has been laid by and even. in 
the dry. northwest. counties of that 


State corn has done exceptionally 
well considering the extrenmiely ad- 
verse conditions. 

The tallest corn is now as high ad 
@ man and the. smallest about knee 
high. Tassels are becoming more 
frequent and silk ‘is appesring in a 
few ‘counties. 

Oats are nearly a failure in North- 
west counties of Iowa and the crop 
as a whole is under last year.

Business forecasters are evidently 
puzzled by ‘the high degree. of activity 
shown this Summer, when they ex- 
pected a substantial “‘seasonal de- 
crease.” As to steel production, the 
precedents do not really warrant any 
precise expectations,” for they vary 
widely. Fronr.the high point early ‘in 
the: year to July, steel ingot produc- 
tion decreased 11 per cent. in 1923, 55 
per. cent. in 1924 and 27 per cent. in 
1925. An average . computed. from 
these figures would.be purely arith- 
metical, having no real weight. If any 
conclusion, or even “hypothesis, is to 
be drawn, it is that this year may run 
like 1923.

Plan for Export Aesedlnsige 
With World Links Informally 
Before Federal Body. 


FILING OF DATA AWAITED 


Permission to Function Depends on 
Compliarice With the Webb- 
Pomerene Act. 


Spectal to The New York Times. | 
WASHINGTON, July 18,—Plans for 
_ the formation by leading copper pro- 
ducegs of America of a\copper export 
association, with wide international af- 
filiations, under the authority of the 
80-called Webb-Pomerene Export 
Trade Promotion act, have been in- 
formally ._ presented to the Federal 
Trade Commission, which, under the 
law, must consider all such applica- 
tions, and can either approve or re- 
ject. 

The precise scope and ‘character of 
the association proposed by the cop- 
per interests could not be ascertained 
tonight, but it was stated by one of 
the only two members of the Federal 
_Trade Commission now in Washington 
that the matter is not now officially 
pending before that body, since formal 
application to organize has not yet 
been made and no written statement 
filed as required by law. 

In a general way the plans and pur- 
poses of those contemplating the for- 
mation of the copper export associa- 
tion were brought to the attention of 
the Federal Trade Commission some 


weeks ago by A. C. Brownell, to whom 
was granted an informal hearing: be- 
hind closed doors, during which he ex- 
plained the desire of the copper inter- 
ests for which he spoke to take ad- 
vantage of the provisions of the Webb- 
Pomerene act of April 19, 1918. 

That act vests the commission with 
wide powers over export associations 
formed under its authorization, and 
Mr. Brownell told members of the com- 
mission that the proposed association 
would strictly observe the requirements 
and limitations of that law. 


Approval Subject to Law Terms. 


He was informed by members of the 
commission that if the association were 
formed strictly in accordance with the 
law, and that if tne papers and docu- 
ments when filed were satisfactory, 
the application would be approved, but 
that the commission would have to 
satisfy itself that the proposed asspcia- 
tion kept entirely within the bounds 
fixed by the Webb-Pomerene law for 
such export associations. 

Within thirty days after its creation 
the proposed Copper Export Associa- 
tion would be required by the Webb- 
Pomerene act to file with the Trade 
Commission a verified written state- 
ment setting forth the location of its 
offices or places of business, the 
names and addresses of all its offi- 
cers, stockholders or members, and, 
if a corporation, a copy of its certifi- 
edte of articles of incorporation and 
by-laws, and, if unincorporated, a copy

The Trade Commission has power 
under the Webb-PolMerene act to “‘re- 
quire” the proposed export association 
to furnish information as to the asso- 
clation’s organization, business, con- 
duct, practices; mianagement and its 
relation to other associations, corpora- 
tions, partnerships and _ individuals, 
and any association failing to do so‘is 


{mot entitled @o have the benefit of the 


provisions @ Sections 2 and 3 of the 
act and must make a forfeiture to the 
United States for each day of' ‘the con- 
tinuance of-such failure. 

Section 2 of the.act is the one which 
provides that an association wholly for 
export is not a violation of the Sher-. 
man Anti-Trust act. 

Section 3 of the act allows owner- 
ship in similar associations, by pro- 
viding that nothing in Section 7 of the 
Anti-Trust act of Oct. 14, 1914, shall 
be construed to forbid the acquisition 
or ownership by any corporation or- 
ganized solely for the purpose of en- 
gaging in export trade, and actually 
solely engaged in such export trade, 
“unless the effect of such acquisition 
or ownership may be to restrain trade 
or substantially lessen competition 
within the United States.”’ 

The proposed copper export associa- 
tion would be equally bound with all 
other export associations to observe 
this feature of the law. 

So far as prices of copper in the 
United States. are concerned, as af- 
fected by the proposed export associa- 
tion, it was pointed out tonight that 
the Webb-Pomerene act provides that 
such export association shall not 
“either in the United States or else- 
where, enter into any agreement, un- 
derstanding, or conspiracy, or do any 
act which artificially or intentionally 
enhances or depresses prices within the 
United States of commodities of the 
class exported by such associations, or 
which substantially lessens. competi- 
tion within the United States or other- 
wise restrains trade therein.’’ 


TO MAKE PLEA FOR MORSE. 


Son Coming Here in Effort to Save

Morse left tonight for New York to 
urge clemency for his father, Charles 
W. Morse, aged financier, who is ill 
at his home here. Before leaving he 
announced that: he would confer to- 
morrow with his father’s counsel, 
Judge Nash Rockwood, relative to an 
order issued last Thursday by Fed- 
eral Judge Holmes, that the elder 
Morse present. himself in New York 
next Thursday to plead to a five-year- 
old indictment charging use of the 
mails in a scheme to defraud. 

Harry Morse and his brother, Edwin, 
who came here on Friday to attend 
the funeral of their stepmother, Mrs. 
Clemence Cowles Dodge Morse, said 
they would seek a personal interview 
with Judge Holmes to describe their 
father’s physical and mental condi- 
tion. .They said a stroke of paralysis 
which he suffered in New York in 
March, 1925, and a serious illness last 
Fall, had left him in sucn a shattered 
condition that he was ‘incapable of 
realizing the nature of the court pro- 
ceedings entered against him.

GAINS 220,000 TONS 


Shipping Board Survey of First 
Quarter Shows 2,314,000 Tons 
Carried Through Canal. 


Cargoes to Western Ports Off 100,- 
000 Tons Under Same Period Last 
Year—Oil Shipments Show a Rise.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—More than 
2,314,000 tons of cargo were carried by 
LT eiada ships engaged in the inter- 
coastal trade in the first quarter of 
1926—that is, the portion of our domes- 
tic coastwise trade passing through 
the Panama Canal—according to a 


ping Board, an increase of nearly 220,- 
000 tons over the same period in 1925. 
It also exceeded the’ total volume of 
tonnage moved in the intercoastal 
trade in any other quartes of 1925. -- 

Increased shipment of Pacific Coast 
products to the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts is. wholly responsible for the 
advance in the total, the volume of 
eastbound cargo tonnage, 1,840,000 tons, 
being 320,000 tons in excess of the sim- 
ilar movement in the first quarter of 
1925, while the wést-bound traffic from 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts to Pacific 
Coast destinations.was 100,000 tons less 
than in the same period of the pre- 
vious year. 

California oil shipments increased 
160,000 tons to a total-of 1,055,000 tons, 
but the volume of other California 
products fell from 184,000 tons in the 
first quarter of 1925 to 181,000 tons in 
the first quarter of 1926. Oregon’s ‘in- 
tercoastal shipments advanced. from 
99,000 in 1925 to 133,000 tons in 1926 and 
the volume of Washington State prod- 
ucts aggregated 471,000 tons in 1926 as 
against 343,000 tons in 1925. 

The North Atlantic district absorbed 
more than the entire Increase in Cal- 
ifornia oil cargo tonnage, as the re- 
ceipts of oil in that district in the first 
quarter of 1926 reached a total of 
1,038,000 tons, an increase of more than 
228,000 tons over the first quarter of 
the previous year, while the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts, which absorbed more 
than 84,000 tons of California oil in the 
first quarter of 1925 received less than 
17,000 tons of that product inthe first 
quarter of 1926. 

North Atlantic district receipts of 
West Coast products other than oil ad- 
vanced from 587,000 tons in the first 
quarter of 1925 ‘to 702,000 tons in 
the first quarter of 1926. The South 
Atlantic district inbound intercoastal 
cargo tonnage other than oil was 
15,000 tons in 1925 and 22,000 tons in 
1926. -The Gulf district received 60,000 
tons of west coast products other 
than oil in the first quarter of 1926, 
as against 23,000 tons in the same 
period of 1925. 

North Atlantic district westbound 
shipments in the first quarter of 1926 
were 78,000 tons less than in the pre- 
vious year, the 1925 and 1926 figures 
being 476,000 tons and 398,000 tons, 
respectively. South Atlantic west- 
bound shipments fell from 13,000 tons 
in 1925 to 9,000 tons in 1926, and Gulf 
district westbound totals for the first 
quarters of 1925 and 1926 respectively 
were 85,000 tons and 66,000 tons.

VIENNA SEES PARADE ii 


Spectators to Weep Over War 
Griefs and Lost Glories

VIENNA, July) 18.—The Pan-German 
Gymnast Festival of Vienna closed to- 
day, the parade taking three hours to 
pass the Ring. Intended as a home- 
coming celebration and a demonstra-~ 
tion in favor of union between Aus- 
tria and Germany, it spontaneously de- 
veloped a ,more solemn atmosphere. 
The appearance of German delegations 
from all the lost provinces of the Ats- 
trian Empire awakened memories of 
the good old days and revived war 
griefs, causing many of the spectators 
to weep, centring thoughts generally 
on past calamities rather than on 
future hopes of union, which the pres- 
ence of a large number of the march- 
ers from Germany was considered to 
represent. 

The paraders. carried a thousand 
Austrian and German flags, most of 
the latter being the republican colors, 


blem was much in evidence. In con- 
trast with the Socialist parade last 
Sunday, in which none of the 
pan-German military organizations 
marched, the parade’ was entirely com- 
posed of gymnasts, a total of 33,000; 
a third being girls. It was consider- 
ably smaller than the Socialist dem- 
onstration. 

The demonstration coincides with the 
fiftieth birthday of ex-Chancellor Sel- 
pel. The press, excepting the Socialist.

European Brick Manufacturers Have 
Eye on New. York When Second- 
Hand Brick Gets. Scarce. 


Recent wrecking of the Astor ™man- 
sion, the Hotel Netherlands andthe | 
Madison Square Garden brought out 


interesting information regarding the F 


salvaging of building materials for use 
* in lowering the cost of new buildings, 

writes Allen E. Beals in the current 

Dow Service Daily Building Reports. 


In these three jobs three different 4 


kinds.of brick laying was done. In the 
Madison Square Garden construction 
the contractor used cement mortar, 
probably laid up in natural cement, 
which was the kind of cement in vogue 
when the Brooklyn Bridge was, erected 
and which was used in the -construc- 
tion of its towers, The brick was laid 
up dry. Probably the same kind of 
mortar was used in the erection of the 
Hotel Netherlands, with the exception 
that the brick were very evidently wet 
thoroughly before they were laid up in 

*mortar. The Astor mansion job was 
evidently done in lime mortar—and 
here hangs a tale. 

it seems that on each ‘of these jobs 
the wreckers had a particularly hard 
job of it, each of the structures hav- 
ing been of especially high grade con- 
struction, good materials were used 
and the work was done with great care 
to insure a first class job.’ 

When a wrecker takes a structure 
for purposes of demolishing it, he fig- 
ures.on getting énough out of th 
salvaging of materials of one sort or 
another to make his profit. The ele- 
ment of chance is very great. The 
winnings are high and the losings are 
painfully-low. But whether the con- 
tractor in each of these cases profited 
or not, the conditions developed by 
each of these building destruction jobs 
brings out the question as to how 
much longer will building destruction 
be conducted on a basis where the 
wrecker is willing to take such long 
chances. , 

One thing that will determine the 
continuance of the present system of 
awarding contracts for clearing sites 
of proposed new buildings, is the 

Marketability of the common brick 
they’ retrieve out of the building. 

In the days beforé the war it was a 
tare thing to see a truck load of 
building trash headed for the dumps 
or refuse barges with great chunks of 
prick wall on them, to all intents and 
purposes as firmly knit together as 
rock. They tell a mute story as to 
whether the building that is being de- 
stroyed is of comparatively recent or- 
igin or whether it was erected before 
the days when Portland cement dis- 
placed lime mortar and natural cement 
as mortar material. When the bulk of 
the buildings to be destroyed reveal 
Portland cement mortar content be- 
tween the joints of a brick wall, that 
is the time that wreckers will demand 
a different process of payment, because 
it is rare that a wall laid up in Port- 
land cement mortar can be broken up, 
the brick cleaned and re-sold at a 
ar to jobs requiring second-hand’ 
brick. 

Inventors are at work now trying to 
find a way by which machinery can 
break up these chunks of brick and 
cement wall and mechanically clean 
the brick. One of these machines were 
‘recently experimented with in the de- 
struction of a large brick hotel’-at 
Lakewood and, according to the en- 
gineers in charge, Lowery & Grant of 
this city, the device easily \cleaned 
24,000 common brick a day with lime 
mortar, and with cement mortar brick, 
that could be broken up at all, three 
to five thousand brick Were 95 per 
cent. cleaned in a day. 

The wreckers themselves are evident- 
ly the least concerned about the de- 
velopment of mechanical means of 
cleaning brick. With common brick 
retailing fresh from the Hudson or 
Raritan river kilns for $20.40 to $22.40 
per. thousand on the job in New York 
City, it pays the second-hand. brick 
seller to hire men to sit on a brick 
pile day after day and bat off the 
chunks of lime mortar with an. old 
rasp. It is too slow a process to try 
to chop off chunks of Portland cement 
mortar. There are those who say that 
if the price of.common brick ever drops 
in New York the beginning of the end 
of the second hand common brick may 
‘be expected. Common brick importers 
are studying this possibility and they 
expect to fill in the breach in New 
York City when the bulk of the build- 
ings to be erected are not of the 
cement-mortar variety.

COMPLAINS OF ZIONISTS. 


Head of United Jewish Campaign 
Says They Asked. Guarantee. 


In his se nd statement on the sub- 
ject in two weeks David “A. Brown, 
national Chairman of the $15,000,000 
United Jewish Campaign, asserted yes- 
terday that Zionist ill-feeling towafd 
the enterprise of which he is the head 
began when he and Felix M. Warburg 
refused to guarantee whatever deficit 
the $3,000,000 Palestine Foundation 
Fund might incur because of the cam- 
paign for Jewish relief in Central and 
Eastern Burope. 

Mr. Brown said Zionist leaders, whom 
he did not name, had asked Mr. War- 
burg to make a secret agreement with 
the Palestine Fund for the guarantee. 
He continued: 

“Both Mr. Warburg and I attempted 
to show them, first, the impossibility 
of our. making any secret agreement; 
second, that they were. underestimat- 
ing the giving possibilities and the 
generous impulses of the Jews of 
America.” 

Mr.. Brown finally deplored the Zion- 
ist attacks upon him and said ‘the 
strategy of the Zionist leaders was a 
great mistake and has been tragic in 
its consequences.”’
